\VASHINGTON, D. (¢ N ly Lhert 
France two varieties of hall mark 
stamped on imported silverwar If it 


comes from a country with which France 
has a commercial treaty, the hall mark 
used is called le charancon (weevil). 1 
stamp is rectangular in shape, and all arti 
cles bearing this mark, if re-exported, are 
entitled to the reimbursement of the gua1 
anty taxes which may have been paid on 
them. Silverware imported from a country 
with which France has no commercial 
treaty is stamped with the hall mark ie 
cygne (swan), and upon re-exportation 
the taxes are not refunded. American sil- 
verware is included in this category 

Retail silverware merchants in France 
are only permitted to have in their pos 
session articles which bear the legal hall 
marks. 

A French manuiacturer of silver plated 
ware is required by law to keep a register 
of all his purchases and sales, and can 
only buy his materials from persons who 
are known to him. To prevent confusion 
with articles made of gold or silver, he 
must stamp on his manufactured product 
his particular mark, the obligatory form 
of which is a perfect square. In the squars 
is engraved the initial letter of his name, 
an emblem chosen by him, the quantity 
of silver expressed in numbers, and if th 
article has not been plated by electro 
chemical _process« ( word double 
must appear in full The stamp must be 
registered at the prefectures and at the 
hall mark offices. Silver plated ware im- 
ported into France is not required to bear 
the maker’s stamp Dealers in silver 
plated ware in France who are not manu- 
facturers are not required to keep a regis- 
ter of their sales and purchases, but their 
wares are always subject to inspection by 
the hall mark officials 

The customs officials have not yet pub- 
lished the details of the statistics for 1901, 
but the provisional totals of the imports 
were: Silverware, 11,178 pounds, value 
$225,617; silver jewelry, 13,532 pounds, 
value $771,614; and silver plated ware, 161,- 
860 pounds. value $340,838. The exports 
during 1901 were: Silverwart 62,561 
pounds, value $1,313,558; silver jewelry, 
34,069 pounds, value $1,919,578; and sil 
ver plated ware, 132,924 pounds, value 
$326,526. 

The du‘y on silverware imported direct 
from the United States is $193 per 220.46 
pounds, which is the maximum tariff, the 
minimum tariff being 50 per cent. less. If 
imported indirectly through a European 
country, there is a surtax of 69.48 cents 
per 220.46 pounds. The French customs 
duty on silver plated ware imported direct 
from the United States is $28.95 per 220.46 


pounds; if imported via a European coun 
try, $29.64 per 220.46 pounds.

It has 
alarm attachment and strikes the hours on 
silver bell. The mechanism was made e1 
tirely by hand, the wheels and pinions b 
ing cut with great nicety with a file. TI 
crown escapement is used and originally 
had no balance spring, which, together wit 
a new crown wheel and verge of excellent 
workmanship were applied by Charles Mor 
rell, of London, in 1750. 

The case is of sterling silver beaut 
fully pierced in filigree work, and meas 
ures about 4 in. in diameter, but has no 
hall-mark. The outer case is metallic, cov 
ered with leather and beautifully studded 
with silver ornamentation in monograms 
on the back. 

The watch has been thoroughly repaired 
by Mr. Orr, who has restored several of 
the parts too much worn to perform prop 
erly. It is now marking off the hours on 
its silver bell with as much precision as 
did 260 years ago for its royal owner 

The watch will be on exhibition in M 
Orr’s window during December.

Michigan Jewelers Forming Permanent 
Organization to Correct Trade Abuses. 
Detroit, Mich. Nov. 19.—There is 4 
strong movement on foot looking to the 
perfection of a permanent organization of 
the jewelers of this State for the purpose of 
obtaining proper legislation, and of pro- 
tecting the trade against sharp practices of 
illegitimate and irresponsible dealers and 
fraudulent auction concerns. Jewelers gen- 
erally have received a notice asking their 
co-operation in stamping out the evils and 
forming the organization referred to. 

On Sept. 23 a temporary organization was 
effected, and E. E. Thomas, of LeHeup & 
Thomas, 86 Michigan Ave., Detroit, was 
elected temporary president, and L. J. Lie- 
semer, 77 Michigan Ave., Detroit, was made 
temporary secretary and treasurer. These 
two with A. H. Kent, Mt. Clemens; W. 
W. Bridges, Marine City, and Max Jen- 
nings, St. Clair, were chosen an executive 
committee, and were instructed to adopt 


a permanent organization. This commit- 
tee has decided that it is necessary to raise 
a fund for the prosecution of the prelimi- 
nary work, and with this object in view 
has appealed to the jewelers generally to 
send in a subscription of one dollar or more 
and join the organization 

Jewelers who send in the dollar subscrip- 
tions will be entitled to membership in the 
organization as charter members, provided 
their applications shall be acted upon fa- 
vorably by the proper committee. 

In the circular sent out by Secretary Lie- 
semer, the following reasons for organiza 
tion are given: 

A strong organization of jewelers is absolutely 
necessary to the retail jewelry trade for several 
reasons, among which may be mentioned the fol- 
lowing as the most important, viz.: To obtain the 
passage of a suitable stamping act by the State 
Legislature; to see that such stamping act is not 
violated; to bring proper influence and pressure 
to bear upon manufacturers and wholesalers and 
persuade or compel them to confine the sale of well 
known brands of watches, clocks, silverware and 
jewelry to the legitimate retail jewelry trade; 
to have proper laws passed and enforced regula- 
ting legitimate auction sales, and effecting the 
suppression of fake auctions; to bring about the 
regulation or suppression of the peddling of jew- 
elry, spectacles, etc.; to assure proper, intelligent 
and effective co-operative work in protection 
against other trade abuses, 

As such protection as is needed in the retail jew- 
elry business can only be had through the medium 
of a large and interested membership, you are 
most earnestly invited to join your influence and 
efforts to those already in this work.

Mrs: Dulles was called to the stand an 
testified that when she bought the necklac 
in Paris she was told that she would hav: 
to pay but 20 per cent. duty in the Unite 
States. She said she had purchased th 
necklace for 65,000 francs, that her husban 
was unaware of the purchase and that her 
purpose in not declaring it with her other 
property when she arrived in New York 
was because she wished to consult with he 
husband about it beforehand. She said 
she expected to meet her husband on th 
pier and she thought it would be time 
enough after she had consulted him to de 


| clare it. While she was talking with he: 


husband, she said, Theobold came up and 
seized the jewels. 

Mrs. Dulles was on the stand more than 
three hours and was severely cross-exam 
ined by Mr. King. Her intellectual ability 
was so well shown on the stand that Judge 
Adams remarked about it in stfmming up, 
saying that a witness who seemed to be of 
such a high intellectuality as Mrs. Dulles 
undoubtedly was, knew just what she was 
talking about and what she was doing, and 


| that she knew when she purchased the neck- 


lace that it was dutiable and should have 
been declared. 

After several more witnesses were put on 
the stand the claimant’s case was closed and 
Mr. Nicoll made a lengthy appeal to th: 
Court to have the case dismissed. Mr 
Nicoll based his argument on the fact that 
his client had declared that she had “wear 
ing apparel, value unknown,” and that this 
phrase included jewelry as well as cloth- 
ing. Assistant United States District At- 
torney Baldwin, who summed up for the 
Government, declared that the phrase, 
“wearing apparel, value unknown,” could 
not by any means be construed to include 
jewelry 

Judge Adams refused to direct the jury 
to dismiss the suit. “I do not think the 
necklace could have been brought in as bag- 
gage, as the claimant contends, but Section 
3082, to my mind, disposes of this entire 
question,” said the Court. “This Section 
provides that if any person fraudulently or 
knowingly brings into this country any dut- 
iable article or merchandise and fails to 
declare the same, such goods or merchan- 
dise shall be forfeited. I find nothing in the 
testimony that could go to you for consider- 
ation of this question and therefore have

Government.” 

The Judge’s decision was based upon the 
contention that there was no way in which 
the Government could know the claimant 
had jewelry unless she declared it.

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Albany Common Council Again Delays 
Action on a Proposed Ordinance For- 
bidding Night Auctions. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 22.—The ordinance 
relating to sales of goods at public auction 
in the city of Albany, which was to have 
come for passage at the meeting of the 
Common Council on Monday evening, has 
received another setback Owing to the 
large number of measures before that body 
which had to be acted upon, and also to the 
fact that an amendment is to be made to 
the original resolution, the matter has gone 
over until the next meeting of the Common 
Council, which will be held on Monday 
evening, Dec. 1 

A decided opposition seems to have 
sprung up in connection with the measure, 
and the local jewelers are very much cha 
grined over repeated delays that have at 
tended the matter thus far. It is under 
stood that the amendment will cover only 
the selling of diamonds and other precious 
stones between the hours of sunset and 
sunrise. This amendment is very unsatis 
factory in every way to the local jewelers, 
because it will not in any way reach the 
point that they had in mind or the purpose 
in view when they offered the resolution 
governing auction sales of jewelry in this 
city. 

It is understood that the local jewelers 
will make a determined effort to defeat the 
proposed amendment and have the original 
resolution adopted. If they fail, however, 
a meeting of the jewelers will be held, and 
a committee appointed to prepare a bill to 
be introduced at the coming session of the 
State Legislature in January covering the 
points in the resolutions now advocated by 
them. 

The local jewelers here feel that some 
thing should be done to stop these sales. 
The holiday season is near at hand, and 
undoubtedly the trade will suffer if these 
auctions continue during the holidays. This 
question is being agitated by prominent 
citizens and merchants generally who are 
supporting the local jewelers in their fight 


Death of Ora E. Case, 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Nov. 22.—News of the 
death of Ora E. Case, one of the well 
known manufacturing jewelers of this city, 
was received with genuine regret by a host 
of friends. Mr. Case died Wednesday at 
his home, 316 Bucklin St

AuGusTA, Me., Nov. 19.—Sandor Dec 
senyl1, who conducted the jewelry booth at

ticles. 

As soon as the robbery was reported, 
Marshall Breen immediately took steps to 
find the culprit. Among those suspected of 
the crime was a man named Patterson, who 
worked at the Fair, and who was found to 
be missing from the town. Word was sent 
around to the different towns giving a de- 
scription of the missing man, and the Mar 
shal finally received a telephone message 
from Bangor to the effect that he had been 
ocated in that town.

He said he hoped the com 
pany would supply the Rand miners with 
explosives.

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Court Refuses to Discharge Jeweler 
Charged with Violating Auction Laws. 
READING, Pa., Nov. 24.—Julius L. Cohen, 

a jeweler of this city, was given a hearing 
before Judge Ermentrout, under habeas 
corpus proceedings, the charge against him 
being a violation of the auction laws. He 
claimed to have been unjustly imprisoned 
and asked to be released 

The Commonwealth claimed that Mr. 
Cohen had violated the auction laws em- 
braced in the acts of 1832, 1833, 1843 and 
| 1847, which forbid auctions of this kind 
unless they are held with the intention of 
retiring from business. 

The Commonwealth contended that Mr. 
Cohen expressed no intention of retiring 
from business until after his arrest, when 
the signs were changed to that fact. 

Cohen was represented by C. H. Ruhl, 
Bechtel & Shalters, Joseph R. Dickinson 
and Stevens & Stevens, while Walter S. 
Young and District Attorney George W. 
Wagner represented the Commonwealth 

After hearing all the evidence Judge 
Ermentrout said there was sufficient testi- 
mony to place the burden on Mr. Cohen, 
and referred to the change of the signs 
after the arrest, saying a jury would have 
to pass on the good faith of his intentions. 
The Court, therefore, declined to discharge 
the accused and fixed his bail at $1,000. 

Mr. Cohen claims that it is his intention 
to close out and that the auction of his 
stock is in good faith with that object in 
view. Meanwhile the auction is being con- 
tinued every afternoon and evening

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Creditors File Involuntary Petition in 
Bankruptcy Against Joseph Schulman. 
A petition in involuntary bankruptcy was 

filed in the United States District Court 

of New York last week against Joseph 

Schulman, wholesale and retail dealer in 

jewelry at 34 Eldridge St.. New York, 

by the following creditors: David Kessler, 
for $245; Louis Berney, for $320, and Ja- 
cob Scheer, for $200. 

It is alleged in the petition that Schul- 
man is insolvent, has transferred accounts 
and merchandise to the value of $20,000 
and paid claims to certain creditors aggre- 
gating $20,000. 

Upon the application of Myers, Gold- 
smith & Bronner, attorneys for the peti- 
tioning creditors, Judge Adams appointed 
Chas. F. Bostwick temporary receiver of

the assets, in order that Schulman be | 


given an immediate examination to discov- 
er what disposition was made of about 
$20,000 worth of diamonds which the above- 
mentioned creditors allege he disposed of 
between Nov. 14 and Nov. 17, 


Affidavits of two of the creditors were | 


filed with the petition, in which it was 
stated that they visited his store on the 


14th inst., when Mr. Schulman told them | 


the stock on hand was valued at $30,000 in

and on the 17th, three days later, when 
they called, he told them that he had only 
$8,000 worth of stock on hand, and 
had $10,000 worth of goods in outstanding 
accounts. 

The affidavits charge Schulman with con- 
cealing, transferring or converting to his 


own account more than $20,000 worth of | 


goods and declare that unless something is 
done soon his creditors will get little. 

Schulman offered to compromise with his 
creditors before the petition was filed on a 
basis of 35 per cent. He claimed liabili 
ties then of about $30,000, and assets in 
stock and accounts of $21,000. Of this 
amount he said that about $10,000 in ac- 
counts was not good.

Sales of Jewelry. Of Albany, N. Y., to 
force through the 
Common Council of that city a resolution 
prohibiting auction sales of jewelry at night 
has not yet met with success, though reports 
indicate that who are thor 
oughly in earnest in the matter, have also 
behind them prominent citizens as well as 
merchants in other lines, and that an attempt 
will be made to have the enforcement of 
this ordinance enacted at the next meeting 
of the Council. 

It is contended by those who favor the 
ordinance that the night auction not only 
results in harm to the jewelry trade, but 
also offers large chances to unscrupulous 
auctioneers to swindle the public, as the 
class of goods which are generally sold by 
these concerns is of a character that looks 
well under artificial light, but which would 
appear cheap and tawdry in the daytime. 

The ordinance, which in its original form 
is introduced by Alderman Hines, reads as 
follows: 

An Orptnance RELATING TO SALEs or Goops BY 

Pustic AucTION IN THE City or ALBANY. 

The City of Albany, in Common Council 
vened, ordains as follows:

Imports of Watches, Clocks and Jewelry 
into the Philippine Islands. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 21.—The War 
Department has furnished THE CrrcuLar 
WEEKLY with the details of the Philippine 
import trade during the 10 months ending 
April, 1902, from which the following fig 
ures of interest to the trade are taken. 

During this period the imports of clocks 
were valued at $11,763, as against a value 
of $7,390 for the 10 months of last year 
Japan has jumped into the lead as the prin 
cipal exporter of clocks to the Philippines, 
the value during the 19 months being $2,- 
861. The United States are second with $2,- 
431, Germany third with $1,886; United 
Kingdom fourth with $1,204, while fifth 
place is held by France, with $1,097. The 
balance of the imports were derived from 
seven other countries. 

There was a decline in the imports of 
watches from $111,584 during the 10 months 
of 1901 to $92,065 during the same period 
of this year. The United States hold the 
market by a safe margin, the value of the 
imports from this country being $49,083. 
Our nearest competitor is France, from 
which country the imports were valued at 
$26,510. Hong Kong figures to the ex- 
tent of $4,778, while.China’s contribution 
amounted to $4,058. The imports from 
Switzerland were valued at $5,913. Five 
other countries furnished the of 
the imports, less than $1,500 in value. 

There was a big increase in the value of 
the imports. of jewelry during the periods 
under consideration, the total imports in 
creasing from $317,187 during the 10 months 
of 1901 to $405,766 during the period 
of this year. Of the latter amount $365,723

SUBJECT: 
“How to Make Attractive and Profitable Store Window Displays.” 





, 
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A> almost every store is catering to se- 
cure and hold a certain class of trade 
(either the best, medium or cheap), and 
as each proprietor has different individual 
tastes and ideas, it is not easy at one writ- 
ing to give advice that would fit each and 


every case, but there are some proven facts | 
about the window and the goods that go | 
therein which this article shall dwell upon. | 


First, how about your window? If large 
enough the writer believes it policy to have 
no permanent base, but to have the floor 
carpeted from rear and side right up to 
woodwork below the glass. If the window 
be unusually low, a shelf 15 inches wide 
along the front and side, and even with the 
top of the woodwork outside of the window, 
would improve its appearance. 
can be fastened by iron shelf brackets un- 
derneath so as to be tight against wood sup- 
porting window glass. Tables or boards 
laid on boxes, resting on carpet, and from 
six to 10 inches higher than the shelf, can 
be so arranged in the window as to leave 
aisles for going in and out. 

The shelf and tables can be tastefully 
draped with silk, plush or cheese cloth. 

One should always use, however, colors 
that harmonize, as blue and white, green 
and white, pink and white, green and pink.

silk can be bought at about 40 cents a 
yard and can be washed and ironed time 
after time. The outlay pays. By this 
plan your weekly trim can be radically 
changed, tables placed different, height 
changed, using sometimes pyramids of 
empty boxes, at other times flat drapery. 

Some windows are small and too low, 
three feet from the sidewalk being a good 
height. In the former case a sign painter, 
at small cost, will letter on inside of glass, 
front and sides, your name, etc., and over 
these letters paint in black a strip as wide 
as the height of your window. You can 
painted 
band on glass. The illustration shows a 
window base raised in this fashion. 

We personally knew several jewelers 
who made this change, and as a result 
their windows sold twice as much stock as 
before. 

Keep out flies. White netting, without 
bars, can be bought, two yards wide by 
eight yards long, at a cost of about 40 
cents per piece. This*can be tacked to 
ceiling, pleating same a little full and 
hanging down to the floor. This gives a 
cool and pleasing effect, and does the busi- 
ness, too. The sides and back of a window 
always look well pleated with white 
cheese cloth tacked at top, first in «pleats

One of the best effects for a jewelry 
window is to have the interior of the 
window painted with dull black paint. This 
makes the drapery and goods displayed 
stand out prominently. 

The next important matter to consider 
is the class of trade you and your store 
are in a position to reach—that is, the 
Tiffany of any large or small city would be 
going backwards to display goods and 
prices thereon in an attempt to interest the 
cheap buyers. And just so would the 
cheaper store lose time displaying a poor 
showing of even its best goods, with coax 
ing prices omitted. We advocate the dis 
play of prices, because in nine out of ten 
appeals to the transient buyer, 
who is perhaps thinking of dear ones at 
home.

for he remembers the goods, prices and the 
store that had the confidence to say: 
“Here are worthy goods, so much,” and it 
strengthens his idea regarding the equity 
of the prices. Then a great many people 
nowadays dislike to place themselves in 
a position (embarrassing to many) of ask- 
ing a price on goods they may not Wish 
to purchase, whereas if marked with price 
card in window, and if the cost fitted the 
looker’s purse, a “call in” and sale would 
follow. 

We append below five safe rules that can 
be remembered and used in all windows: 

1. Plan each window several days 
ahead, so that the goods to go in the 
window may be clean, recarded if neces- 
sary, and have price cards, signs and cloth 
for draping ready. Never clear a window 
and lose a day or two getting goods 
back. 

2. Clean and polish the glass, wipe all 
woodwork with damp cloth. Dusting only 
stirs up dust to settle finally on your cards 
and display. 

3. Don’t put in too much. A crowded 
window is a meaningless mixture, and 
nothing stands out prominently; besides, 
unless an immense stock can be drawn 
upon, each succeeding window will be a 
repetition. 

4. In placing goods always bear in mind 
that the passerby can see their beauty and

5. As a rule, larger goods, such as clocks, 
lverware, etc., should be in the rear, and 
he smaller goods near the front. 

In concluding, we don’t believe there is 
iny cut and dried rule for making a win- 
low prove effective, but by following the 
ibove, and by copying ideas from the best 
lisplays of other merchants who, perhaps, 
ave the faculty of making artistic trade- 
producing windows born in them, we can all 
see the good effect of our efforts and ben- 
efit thereby.

Troy Jewelers Describe Their Methods 


of Conducting Business. 





IM, PEIRSONS & CO., Troy, N. Y., is 

one of the oldest firms in that section 
ff the country. Although the style is a 
omparatively recent one, in the line of suc 
‘ession it has been continuously in exist- 
ence since 1857. It was established in that 
year by Mr. Thomas Goldsmith. Mr. 
Goldsmith conducted the business alone for 
36 years, gradually developing it into one 
f the leading concerns of the northern 
part of the State. 

In 1885 Mr. Goldsmith was succeeded by 
F, W. Sim, and the style simply bore that 
name until the year 1900, although Mr. 
Peirsons, of the present firm, had for many 
years prior to the latter date been a silent 
partner. In 1900 the style was changed to 
its present one. Simultaneously, the firm 
removed to the best location in the city, 
‘orner of Broadway and 3d St., at the 
intersection of two of its leading streets, 
and looking out upon a square which cen- 
ters the business section of the community. 
For 40 years prior to that time, the business 
had been located at 246 River St., in which 
it had ‘been started. ‘Indeed,’ says Mr 
Peirsons, of the firm, “I do not know where 
1 finer location for a of our de 
scription could be found in any part of 
the State outside of New York City.” 

In dilating upon this, Mr. Peirsons adds: 
‘We have five large show windows on two 
f the leading thoroughfares. These are 
very impressive, and we take advantage to 
display our goods in them as effectively as 
taste can suggest. It is our conviction that 
much of the success of a jewelry business 
is due to the fine which it can 
make; and, acting on this principle, we 
make our windows fairly talk. We are

average jeweler in New York?” 

“Well, I believe that we are able to de- 
pend much more upon our home trade than 
are most jewelers of the city.

But, besides 
this, our reputation has gone abroad 
throughout the whole of this section, and 
a very fair proportion of our trade is drawn 
from the countryside for a long distance 
We do quite a large catalogue 
and we send these catalogues as 
fa- as 50 and 100 miles out of town.

For More Convenient Money. 


| Il’ is stated by an authority that has been 

giving some attention to the question of 
the Post Check Currency that if business 
men and organizations urge the 
passage of legislation to provide it the ac 
tion of Congress can be secured at the next 
session, says the Pittsburgh Dispatch. That 
being the case there should be a general 
call for that action. 

[The Post Check Currency means simply 
the printing of such 
form that the holder endorsing a note in his 
possession can convert it into a draft pay- 
able only to the person named in the en 
dorsement. This will do away with the loss 
of time, annoyance and expense of a journey 
to secure a money order every time that the 
sending of a small remittance is necessary. 

The saving to the public will immensely 
outweigh the slight increase in cost to the 
Government and the loss of revenues from 
orders. There should be a strong

HE opticians of 

New York, 
Iowa and_ Indiana 
each have measures 
to present to their respective State Legisla- 
tures the coming Winter. These proposed 
laws are analogous to the Minnesota law, 
though varying more or less in phraseology. 
That any of these measures will be passed 
is by no means certain, although the chances 
of success are consideréd better in New 
York and Indiana than heretofore. 

The State Board of Optometry and the 
definition of Optometry that each provides 
for and contains will leave no doubt of the 
endorsement of optical societies of the idea 
that fitting the eyes with lenses is some- 
thing more than an empirical art, that any- 
one with a trial case can perform. What 
the professional features of the practice are 
will depend upon the standard of qualifica- 
tions these boards provide. 

Very little can be done, even with the 
passage of the laws and the appointment 
of the boards, for the laws will exempt 
those who have been in practice for some 
fixed number of years. But requiring regis- 
tration, even of these old practitioners, will 
not be without its effect in making opticians 
who desire to move from one State to an- 
other, or those who propose to begin prac- 
ticing in their native State even, a little 
more cautious in preparing themselves for 
such work. 

It will be learned, if the boards make 
their examinations practical, as well as 
technical, that a few days’ attendance at 
any optical school requires supplementary 
work of considerable extent to meet even 
the most superficial of requirements. 

The laws will tend gradually to build a 
profession that will be real. It will be 
wanting in the uncertainties of medical 
practice, for basically it is like surgery— 
a science in which calculation based upon 
definite factors makes the effects reason- 
ably certain. It may, some day, be as over- 
loaded with theoretics as the practice of 
medicine, but it can never be wanting in 
prime factors of a mathematical character. 

These legislative movements therefore 
portend advancement in all optical fields. 
Undoubtedly the proper sort of a legislative 
effort for opticians to inaugurate is an ag 
gressive rather than a defensive effort. [n 
all of these States they have generally been 
on the defensive up to this year.

The Cross Cylinder Method 


and Practice. 


in Theory 


BY GUSTAVUS KAHN. 

“ recent current optometrical literature 
we find an abundance of more or 
able articles on the use of the 
Jackson cross cylinders as an aid in the ¢1 
agnosis of the refraction by the test case, 
for subjective determination of minute 
tigmatic values.

But for practical use we need something 
more than mere elucidation of theoretical 
principles and mathematical formule for 
calculation purposes. What is most desired 
for operative purposes after the technical 
principles are well understood is not easy 
methods of calculation, but a set of simple 
rules by which figuring out the resultant 
equivalent combination is as much as pos- 
sible avoided, because it is entirely out of 
the question every time exchange is made in 
position of the cross cylinders to stop and 
make our calculations before making the 
required changes of spheres and cylinders in 
the trial frame.

Two Curious Watches. 


(Translated expressly 


LAR-WEEKLY from The 
b lgue interesting watches having crown 
wheels have appeared in Germany. 
Chey figured at a late exposition at Leipsic, 
and connoisseurs were delighted with them. 
Chey belong to the collection of M. Nens of 
Leipsic. The latter, in forming his col 
sought for watches presenting 
anomalies of construction or of movement, 
and he has ‘succeeded so well that it would 
be difficult, if not impossible, to form a sec 
ond similar collection. 

The striking feature in these two time- 
pieces is the employment of images for in- 
dicating the time. Fig. 1 represents a sil- 
ver watch with crown wheel, bearing on 
the case a Paris mark, while the dial gives 
as the manufacturer Xavier Steiger of Con 
stance. When the knob of the pendant is 
pressed an image raises its two arms and 
points to the hour on the right and to the 
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lection, 
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minute on the left. As soon as the knob 
is released, the two arms fall to the side of 
the body. 

The second of these watches (Fig. 2), of 
very elaborate construction, and gold case, 
is a repeater, and gives the dates; it bears 
the name of Jean Miorin of Geneva. Be- 
sides the group, admirably engraved on the 
dial, the striking feature of this piece is 
the seconds dial, around which winds a lit- 
tle steel serpent, replacing the “trotter.” 
The image on the right moves a limb at- 
each stroke of the striking part. The dial 
is painted in colors. On that of the seconds 
is an admirable representation of the first 
sin, very finely executed. On the right the 
artist has painted various animals, includ- 
ing a leopard. a wild boar and an ostrich.

Question No. 298.—Silver Plating of 
Copper.—|Vill you please inform me in 
your Workshop Notes how copper articles 
can be silver plated without battery and 
without quicksilver? A. M. 

ANSWER:—Take one part of infernal 
stone, two parts of cyanide of potassium 
and eight parts of chalk, or also three 
parts of infernal stone, 13 parts of salt and 
eight parts of cream of tartar, powder and 
mix thoroughly; clean the copper objects 
and afterwards rub them with this powder 
and water. 

QvuEsTION No. 299.—Silver Amalgam. 
Please state how silver amalgam is made.

ANSWER:—A silver amalgam is readily 
made from pulverized silver that has been 
taken from a silver solution. <A_ solution 


of from 10 to 15 parts of infernal stone is 
put in a bottle, a few small pieces of zinc 
plates are added to it and then thoroughly 
shaken for a few minutes. The black-gray 
silver powder which will separate from the 
mixture must only be washed with clean 
water, then dried, when it will be ready 
for use. This fine silver powder might be 
directly dissolved in mercury, but it re- 
quires a little more time than if the mer- 
cury be heated to a boiling heat in a cru- 
cible and then silver powder added while 
stirring the mass with an iron rod. 
Question No. 300.—Enameling.—Can 
you tell me how I can make enamel flow 
easicr, as 1 sometimes have trouble in get- 
ting good results?

| the proper size. The enamel is ground in 


an agate mortar, giving the pestle a _ sort 
of combined rocking and rolling motion 
with a certain pressure on the pestle. This 
special pressure is only gained by practice 
and experience \ll the very fine particles 
produced by the operation of grinding aré 
washed away by adding water and pouring 
it off, the water carrying away all the very 
fine particles. The fusibility of enamels 
can be increased by adding a glass of 
borax, which is simply borax heated red hot 
and fused to a transparent glass. The use 
of this substance must be indulged in with 
intense care, as it makes the enamel very 


soft. 


Question No, 301- -Gold Amalgam.— 


How are 
fire gilding, 


well known? C. ¥. &. 


ANSWER :—Gold amalgam 1s obtained by 
the heating of mercury in combination with 


gold dust or gold foil, and in the propor 


mercury. An amalgam for fire gilding is 
made as follows: The gold is heated to a 


red color in a black-lead crucible, which 
previously has been rubbed internally with 


chalk in order to prevent adhesion of the 


gold. It is not strictly necessary to use 
chemically pure gold, but it should never 
theless not be under 22 karat fine, and 
should preferably be alloyed with silver in 
stead of copper. An amalgam that con 
tains copper becomes hard very soon. <A 
good plan is to cut the thin gold foil in 
small pieces, to heat them in the crucible 


until red hot and then to gradually add 
boiling mercury in the proportion of 1/8 
or 1/9 of the weight of the gold, under 
constant stirring with an iron rod. After 
a few minutes remove the crucible from 
the fire. As the prepared amalgam becomes 
crystalline through cooling in the crucible 
and would not be suitable for fine gilding, 
it must be immediately poured into a 
larger vessel which has previously been 
cooled off in cold water. This amalgam 
becomes also crystalline in the long run, 
whereby the mercury will separate from the 
gold. It is, therefore, advisable to prepare 
the amalgam shortly before it will be used 
Crystalline amalgam can be made _ useful 
again by reheating it in the crucible and 
by adding a little mercury. 

QvuEsTION No. 302.—Watch Cleaning. 
—In cleaning watches I follow the direction 
of F. V. Ries, who advises the use of gaso 
line, cyanide of potassium, washing in cas 
tile soap and water, dipping in alcohol and 
drying in box-wood sawdust.

Reported Combination of German (Potter; 
Manufacturers. 


U S. CONSUL SCHUMANN, at Mai 
e Germany, recently made to the Stat 
Department an interesting report on Ul 
German keramic industry (According to 
German journal quoted by the Consul, tl 
German manufacturers of earthenware ar 
contemplating an amalgamation, at least 
far as the sale of their concernes 
\lthough the « utput a 1d sa of the man 
factures of earthenware have increased, t] 
net result has been rather unsatisfactor 
during the past few years, owing to the fa 
that the selling prices have constantly 
ceded, and in many cases have been le 
than the cost of production. Of cours: 
there is a difference between those factori 
producing higher grade ware and _ thos 
manufacturing staple articles for the 
masses. The former are always able t 
obtain relatively better prices for thei! 
goods, while the business of the latter re 
mains very unsatisfactory 

Several years ago, about 30 earthenware 
manufacturers combined to regulate tl 
selling price of their products, but thi 
combination did mot prove effective. On 
the contrary, the result was the founding of 
a number of independent companies whicl 
underbid the combination In order to 
meet the prices of these outsiders, the trust 
factories sorted their wares more carefully 
and, evading the spirit of the agreement 
though not the letter, sold a large part of 
their product as “refuse ware’ at greatly 
reduced prices, hoping thereby to crush the 
competition from without 

This, however, resulted in a general cut 
ting of prices, and to-day the competition 
between the companies belonging to the 
trust is just as keen as between the trust 
and the independent companies. The result 
is that a number of large companies have 
gone into the hands of a receiver, others are 
liquidating voluntarily, and still others are 
continuing to operate their works at a loss 

On this account it is intended to form 
a new combination, in order that the capital 
invested in the various works may be made 
to pay at least a reasonable interest. It is 
not intended to force up the selling prices 
unreasonably, but merely to prevent an eva 
sion of the spirit of the combination. 


The Central New York Pottery Co. has 
been incorporated under the laws of New 
York with a capital of $60,000, and will 
commence business with $4,000 paid in 
The company is to take the pottery plant 
near Chittenango, N. Y., which was ré 
cently owned by Frank A. Peck and others 
of Syracuse, N. Y., and bought at mort 
gage foreclosure sale by Francis H Gates 
of Chittenango The concern will manu 
facture and sell china ware, glass ware 
earthen ware and pottery of all kinds and 
descripticn:
